Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1970 » I't  Las  been  compiled  in 
accordance  \vith  instructions  circulated  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security. 

It  is  my  tenth  Report  to  you. 

There  was  no  serious  infectious  disease  during  the  year.  It  was, 
hoT/ever,  a "Measles  Year"  and  159  cases  occurred.  In  addition,  there  was  one 
mild  case  of  scarlet  fever. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  town,  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General, 
are  given  in  detail  on  Page  6.  They  are  eminently  satisfactory 5 the  most 
striking  feature  being  the  strongly  maintained  rising  trend  in  population. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  over  1,000  persons  in  the  population  of  this  County 
District  in  the  last  foTir  years. 

In  April  the  Northamptonshire  Rat  Control  Committee  decided  to  set  up 
five  district  committees  and  the  Regional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  recommended  that  the  Urban  District  of  Burton  Latimer  be 
included  in  Committee  No.  4>  which  also  comprises  the  Urban  Districts  of  Corby, 
Desborough,  Rothwell  and  Vfellingborough,  the  Rural  Districts  of  Kettering  and 
’vTellingborough  and  Kettering  Municipal  Borough, 

The  official  opening  of  Burton  Latimer  Health  Centre  by  Cr.  A,  A, 

Morby,  Chairman  of  the  Council,  took  place  on  8th  December  and  was  dedicated  by 
the  Rector,  the  Rev.  D.  N.  Hole,  also  a member  of  the  Council,  The  event  was 
witnessed  v/ith  great  satisfaction  by  the  to\7nspeople , as  the  Council  had  been 
pressing  for  a Hec,lth  Centre  since  I965. 

The  general  practitioners  transferred  their  s\irgeries  to  the  new 
premises  on  30^11  November, 

Local  Health  Authority  Services,  hitherto  accommodated  in  rented 
premises  in  the  to?ni,  were  transferred  to  the  HeaJth  Centre,  These  services 
include  child  welfare  clinics,  health  education,  antena,tal  and  relaxation  classes 
for  expectant  mothers  and  at  a la,ter  date  family  planning  clinics,  speech  therapy, 
hearing  assessment  sessions  and  chiropody  will  be  added. 
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Office  cxcommodation  is  provided  for  the  health  visitors  and  district 
nurse/midwives , who  are  attached  to  the  General  Medical  Practice,  and  the  treat- 
ment room  \7ill  he  staffed  hy  the  district  nurses. 

The  supporting  staff  comprises  an  administrator  and  clerk  reception- 
ists who  will  provide  secretarial  and  clerical  help  for  the  Local  Health  Authority- 
staff  as  well  as  for  the  general  practitioners. 

The  hall  at  Meeting  Lane,  where  I had  conducted  the  child  welfare 
clinic  for  ten  years,  was  now  no  longer  required.  I would  like  to  take  this 
opportmity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  who  have 
helped  at  the  clinic  over  the  years  and  without  whose  assistance  it  could  not 
have  continued. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continued  support  and  to  Mr.  A.  McMillan,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  Miss  Langley,  my  Secretary,  for  their  help  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Report.

1.  POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  (1970)  was 
5,660,  211  more  than  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1969»  In  the  census,  which 
was  taken  on  23rd  April,  I96I,  the  population  figure  was  found  to  he  4,401. 

2.  BIRTHS 

There  were  111  live  hirths  in  1970,  9 less  than  in  the  previous  year. 
This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  I9.6  per  1,000  population.  This  rate, 
standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex  composition  of  the  population, 
gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  I9.8.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected,  birth  rate  is 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a figure  known  as  the  Comparability 
Factor.  The  factor  for  Burton  Latimer  is  1.01.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
of  19.8  compares  with  the  rate  of  22,2  for  I969  and  the  provisional  crude 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  I6.O  per  1,000  population. 

5.  DEATHS 

There  were  58  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1970,  3 more  than  in  I969, 
giving  a crude  death  rate  of  10.2  and  an  adjusted  death  ra,te  of  11,7. 

The  Comparability  Factor  in  this  case  for  Burton  Latimer  is  1.15?  the  pro- 
visional death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11,7* 

4.  DISPOSAL  OF  THE  DEAD 

Of  the  58  deaths  during  the  year,  38  bodies  were  disposed  of  by 
cremation  at  Kettering  Borough  Crematorium,  giving  a percentage  of  65.5* 

5.  DTFANTILE  MORTALITY 

There  \7as  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age  5 this  was  also 
a neonatal  death  (i.e.  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life).  The  infant 
mortality  rate  is  9*0,  neonatal  rate  is  also  9*0  ^8.  the  corresponding 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  are  18.0  and  12,0.  I append  herewith  details

GEIIEBAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  vn.ll  be  found  relating  to 
infectious  diseases  and  environmental  hea,lth  within  the  Urban  District,  for 
which  services  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  is  related  to  those  health  services  which  concern 
more  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual,  rather  than  public  health 
and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  of  these  services  under  Part  III 
of  the  1946  National  Health  Service  Act. 

L/\BOPlATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton,  is  available  for  the  exami- 
nation of  specimens  in  connection  vvith  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases, 

AlffiULANCE  SERVICE 

This  is  one  of  the  services  for  v/hich  the  Coimty  Council  is  respons- 
ible and  is  operated  from  Kettering  Ambulance  Station,  In  addition,  the  St, 
John  Ambulance  Brigade  operate  an  ambulance  which  is  used  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  Brigade, 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES 

These  include  District  Nurses,  llidwives  and  HeaJth  Visitors,  who  are 
all  highly  trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
The  Home  Help  Service,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and 
more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  viorries  during  periods  of  illness 
or  confinement  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  ovm  houses,  so  that 
they  can  retain  their  treasiared  independence, 

CHILD  Y/ELFARE  CENTRE 

A clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  in  every  month  at 
the  Health  Centre,  High  Street.  These  clinics  are  busy  and  their  popularity 
is  largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  dedicated  work  of  the  Volimtary  Committee, 

A Medical  Officer  attends  both  of  these  sessions.  In  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a clinic,  which  provides  facilities 
for  the  teaching  of  parentcraft  and  relaxation  to  expectant  mothers,  is  held 
on  each  Monday  afternoon  from  2,50  p,m,  to  4*00  p,m,  in  the  Health  Centre, 

Welfare  foods  (National  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  etc,) 
are  distributed  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic, 
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mmiSATioE  vaccination 


Imin-unisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and 
tetanus  and  vaccination  against  smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either 
from  the  family  doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Ifelfare  Clinics.  Certain  age 
groupo  of  children  can  also  he  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  protect  against 
tuberculosis  I this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Service. 

A vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  measles  is  now 
available  and,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department, 
a campaign  for  the  control  of  and  it  is  hoped  ultima-te  eradication  of  this 
disease  was  commenced  in  the  autumn  of  I968.

OLD  FEOPIE’S  T7ELFARE  COMMITTEE. 

This  Committee,  which  has  been  established  for  over  eighteen  years, 
is  made  up  of  representatives  of  local  organisations  and  also  members  of  the 
Council.  Amongst  other  things,  the  Committee  organises  a Darby  and  Joan  Club 
which  meets  every  week.  The  Club  has  a nominal  membership  of  120,  which 
represents  about  a fifth  of  the  pensioners  in  the  town,  although  the  average 
attendance  at  the  Club  is  only  about  52. 

During  the  simmier  of  1970 » tliree  half-day  outings  ?;ere  arranged  and 
visits  were  ma,de  to  four  indoor  entertainments  during  the  winter.  In  May, 

42  members  went  to  Southsea  under  the  Committee's  own  holiday  scheme 5 no 
members  participated  in  the  County  Holiday  Scheme. 

During  1970,  1,394  treatments  were  given  by  the  chiropody  service, 
which  ?;a,s  inaugura,ted  nine  years  ago  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  age  pensioners 
in  the  district.  A chiropodist  gave  6l2  treatments  in  visits  at  a room  set 
aside  for  the  purpose  at  Burton  House.  A further  598  treatments  v/ere  given 
at  his  OTrn  surgery  at  Kettering  or  at  the  surgeries  of  other  chiropodists. 

Also  during  the  year,  I84  domiciliary  treatments  were  given.  As  from  1st 
January  1970,  the  change  to  each  elderly  patient  was  increased  to  4s.  Od.

In  1965  the  T/.R.V.S.  at  Burton  Latimer  was  re-formed  v/ith  a view 
to  starting  a meals-on-wheels  service  for  the  benefit  of  elderly  people 
living  alone.  This  service  now  supplies  twenty-four  meals  every  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  and  they  are  prepared  at  the  canteen  of  a local  factory.  The 
recipients  pay  Is.  Od.  per  meal,  which  is  subsidised  at  the  rate  of  6d.  from 
the  County  Council  and  6d.  from  the  Urban  District  Comcil;  each  meal  is  also 
subsidised  by  the  factory  management  concerned  by  the  s-um  of  lid. 

ITATIOITAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  - 1951  - SECTION  47 « 

These  Acts  empovrer  local  authorities  to  req.uire  the  compulsory 
admission  to  hospital  in  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  Burton  Latimer  comes  from  Pitsford  Reservoir 
where  the  raw  water  is  filtered  and  softened  Before  distribution  takes  place. 
The  supply  as  re£;ards  quality  and  quantity  was  maintained  throughout  the 
district  during  1970* 

Luring  the  year  there  was  no  contamination  in  the  town’s  supply  and 
no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  Ilid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  carried  out  the  following 
bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  in  1970s-

The  results  of  these  analyses  were  satisfactory, 

CHEfflCAL  ANALYSIS. 

Chemical  analyses  of  final  water,  taken  from  the  laboratory  tap  at 
Pitsford,  indicated  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply 
purposes.  A similar  sample  of  final  water,  taken  from  Hannington  Booster 
Station  was  also  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 

Both  samples  are  moderately  hard  in  character, 

PLUORIBE  CONTENT  OF  THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  most  recent  determinations  of  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water 
gave  the  following  results  of  naturally  occurring  Fluorine  per  million  parts

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL. 

In  Allgust  approval  in  principle  was  received  from  the  Ministry  for 
the  first  phase  of  the  Council’s  new  surface  water  sewerage  scheme  proposed 
to  be  carried  out  in  Church  Street  together  with  part  of  the  Hi^  Street. 

In  addition,  the  diameter  of  a small  length  of  foul  sewer  is  also 
being  increased  and  this  is  included  in  the  proposal. 
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DRAHTAGE  AITD  SEY/ERAGB  DISPOSAL.  (Continued) 


Xlhen  the  \Tork  is  complete  it  will  enable  a fairly  large  area  of 
undeveloped  land  in  the  Church  Street  and  Spinney  Road  area  to  he  developed 
for  residential  purposes. 

Tenders  for  the  work  were  issued  to  a selective  list  of  contractors 
and  offers  wexe  received  hy  the  Council  in  October. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  phase  of  the  ultimate  surface  water 
drainage  scheme  Vidll  start  early  in  the  coming  year, 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities' 
Services  recommendations  for  implementing,  as  soon  as  practicable,  work  study 
incentive  bonus  schemes  for  local  authorities'  services,  the  Council,  along 
with  a number  of  other  authorities  in  the  County,  jointly  agreed  to  make  use 
of  the  work  study  services  being  offered  by  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council, 
the  cost  of  which  would  be  sheared  amongst  the  participating  authorities. 

The  intention  of  the  scheme  is  to  improve  efficiency  and  to  provide 
employees  with  the  opportunity  of  gaining  financial  rev^ard. 

Initially,  a study  was  carried  out  on  the  refuse  collection  service, 

A driver  and  three  loaders  operate  service.  The  refuse  is  collected  in  a 
side-loading  t3^e  of  vehicle. 

On  completion  of  the  exercise  the  work  study  department  recommended 
that  the  refuse  collection  team  could  be  reduced  by  one  man  Pdthout  any  impair- 
ment of  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  If  the  scheme  was  implemented  each 
workman  would  gain  a bonus  payment  of  api^roximately  one-third  of  his  v/ages. 

It  was  also  recommended  that  the  collection  of  salvage  be  discontinued  as  it 
was  found  to  be  no  longer  economical  and  adjustments  xiexe  made  to  the  existing 
daily  collection  areas. 

After  consultations  were  held  with  the  men's  union,  the  employees 
and  the  Council,  it  was  agreed  that  the  nev;  scheme  be  put  into  operation  at 
the  beginning  of  February  for  a trial  period  of  three  months.  Fortunately, 
this  date  coincides  with  the  retirement  of  the  present  foreman  driver,  which 
would  automatically  reduce  the  numbers  employed  on  refuse  collection  to  that 
figure  recommended  in  the  report  by  the  work  study  officer. 

Even  allowing  for  payment  of  bonus  on  the  basis  mentioned  above,  it 
is  estimated  that  the  new  scheme  will  mean  a saving  of  a,pproximately  £300  in 
a full  year. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  and  this  service  ?/as  maintained 
in  an  efficient  manner  throughout  the  year.  The  labour  force  necessary  to 
carry  out  this  work  remained  stable. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION » (Continued) 


Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Buccleuch  Quarry  v^hich  is  situated 
approximately  one  mile  south-east  of  the  toTOi  centre.  The  Coimcil  has  the 
lease  of  the  gro\md  from  Richard  Thomas  & Baldwins  Ltd. 

The  tip  consists  of  old  ironstone  workings  and  there  is  ample  capacity 
for  many  years  to  come,  provided  tha,t  no  serious  nuisances  arise, 

A Council  workman  is  engaged  part-time  at  the  tip,  levelling  and 
spreading  the  household  and  other  refuse  when  it  is  tipped,  and  this  service 
lias  proved  to  he  highly  successful.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  ’Then 
the  need  arises,  mechanical  equipment  is  hired  to  car*ry  out  a certain  amount  of 
levelling. 

The  tip  v/as  treated  for  rats  three  times  during  the  year, 

STREET  CLBAITSIHG. 

There  are  some  11,86  miles  of  roads  in  the  urban  area  and  the  Co\mcil 
is  responsible  for  cleansing  all  of  these  roads.  Out  of  this  total,  there 
are  approximately  6.13  miles  of  trunk  roads.  Class  A roads  and  Class  III  roads 
which  the  Council  cleanses  on  behalf  of  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council, 

Two  Council  v/orknien  are  engaged  full-time  on  this  work. 

The  to\7n  is  split  up  into  areas  or  beats  and  a set  area  is  treated 
daily.  The  roa,d  sT;eepings  are  deposited  at  various  small  depots  distributed 
throughout  the  town  and  these  sv/eepings  are  then  collected  at  regular  intervals 
by  the  refuse  vehicle  and  deposited  at  the  tip. 

GULLIES. 

There  are  5^5  gullies  in  the  area  and  a gully  emptying  firm  carry 
out  the  emptying  of  them  by  mechanical  means  once  in  every  three  months. 
Previously,  this  work  was  done  partly  by  mechanical  means  and  partly  by  hand. 
Since  its  inception,  the  new  arrangement  has  been  an  mdoubted  success.  The 
material  removed  from  the  gullies  is  deposited  at  the  refuse  tip  where  it  is 
used  as  a top  dressing  for  the  household  refuse, 

PUBLIC  COFVEIflENCES. 

There  are  t?;o  toilet  blocks  in  the  town  with  facilities  for  both 
sexes.  The  toilets  have  been  rea.sonably  free  from  vandalism  this  year.  It 
is  to  he  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue.  In  an  effort  to  stamp  out 
vandalism,  the  Council  has  offered  a reward  of  £5  to  anyone  giving  information 
leading  to  a successful  conviction, 

A full-time  attendant  would  be  the  answer,  but  a town  of  this  size 
could  not  afford  the  services  of  such  a person. 
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LITTER  ACT. 


The  varied  extensive  publicity  campaigns;,  arranged  to  combat  and 
publicise  the  litter  problem,  do  not  appear  to  have  done  a great  deal  of  good 
when  one  looks  at  the  litter  thro\7n  down. 

In  order  to  make  some  contribution  towards  reducing  the  amount  of 
litter  being  discarded  on  the  public  thoroughfare,  a number  of  brightly  painted 
litter  bins  have  been  installed  at  various  locations  throughout  the  area. 

PREVENTION  OF  LAI^GE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 » 

Porty-foiir  treatments  have  been  carried  out  in  private  and  local 
authority  houses  and  some  business  premises  during  the  year.  In  the  majority 
of  canes  infestation  was  only  of  a minor  nature. 

The  refuse  tip  was  given  three  treatments  during  the  year. 

Seventy  foul  sewer  manholes  were  treated  for  rats.  In  seven  of 
these,  partial  takes  were  observed.  Re-ba,iting  of  the  affected  manholes  was 
carried  out,  but  no  further  evidence  of  takes  was  noticed. 


MORTUARY. 


There  is  a stone-built  bier  house  at  the  old  cemetery  which  is  used 
as  a mortuary  if  or  v/hen  required.  This  v/as  not  used  during  the  year. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1961. 

There  are  eighteen  factories  in  the  District,  Routine  inspections 
are  carried  out. 

At  1st  August  there  were  forty-five  outworkers  living  in  Burton 
Latimer.  Most  of  the  work  done  by  these  outworkers  is  in  connection  v/ith 
local  industries,  such  as  the  shoe  and  clothing  trades.  Routine  inspections 
were  carried  out  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  found. 

Proscribed  particulars  on  the  administra,tion  of  the  Factories  Act, 
1961  are  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report, 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILY/AY  PREMISES  ACT,  196 3. 

The  general  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  August 
1964  and  premises  already  in  use  on  1st  May  I964  were  required  to  register 
betv/een  tha-t  da.te  and  3dst  July  I964. 

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  a,t  the  end  of  the  year  was 
thirty-four,  an  increase  of  one  on  the  figure  for  last  year.  The  total  number 
of  persons  employed  in  registered  premises  is  as  follov/s;-

Despite  a most  extensive  publicity  campaign  uhich  the  Department 
of  Labour  and  Productivity  gave  this  Act  prior  to  its  inception,  it  has  been 
found  in  many  cases  that  owners  and/or  occupiers  do  not  realise  their  obli- 
gations under  the  Act,  This  refers  particularly  to  display  of  notices  for 
the  information  of  employees. 

Inspections  under  the  Act  are  being  carried  out  and  any  irregu- 
larities found  a,re  being  intimated  in  writing  to  the  persons  concerned, 

BCP/o  of  all  the  premises  registered  have  been  inspected.  This  figure  is 
above  the  average  for  the  whole  country.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  AITI  HOUSING  ACTS. 

The  Comcil  has  "built  in  all  532  dv/ellings  of  one  kind  or  another 
since  I921  and  has  reconditioned  3 old  ones,  making  a total  of  535  dwellings, 
approximately  one-third  of  the  total  dwellings  in  the  to\7n.  A total  of  34 
dwellings  built  by  the  Council  have  been  sold  to  tenants. 

There  are  fev/,  if  any,  unfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt  with.  It 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  is  no  slum  clearance  problem  in  Burton  Latimer 
and  the  present  position  with  regard  to  demolitions  and  clearance  is  very 
satisfactory. 

Since  the  original  slum  clearance  programme  v/as  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  July  1955  > 177  unfit  houses  have 
been  listed,  although  the  majority  of  these  could  hardly  be  regarded  as  slm 
properties  in  the  real  sense  of  the  term. 

Looking  tov/ards  the  future,  the  Council  is  in  the  comfortable 
position  of  having  no  serious  housing  problem  left  on  its  hands  and  there 
is,  therefore,  no  immediate  need  for  any  large  scale  projects  to  be  put  in 
hand.  However,  this  need  not  stop  the  Council  from  thinking  about  future 
schemes.  In  fact,  one  small  scheme  lias  been  approved  for  the  erection  of 
six  one-bedroom  flats  and  one  detached  two-bedroom  bungalow.  The  develop- 
ment is  being  used  to  fill  in  a small  gap  site  in  conjunction  with  a small 
road  improvement  scheme.  The  scheme  is  scheduled  to  commence  early  next 
year. 

Sixteen  houses  and/or  bungalows  were  completed  by  private  enter- 
prise, Thirteen  houses/Bmgalows  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  previous  paragraph,  progress  on  private 
building  slowed  down  considerably,  A major  contributing  factor  is  undoubtedly 
the  present  high  rates  of  interest  being  charged  on  mortgages  and  the  diffi- 
culty ihtending  borrowers  are  having  in  raising  the  necessary  deposits, 

HOUSING  ACT,  1969. 

The  provision  of  this  Act  set  out  to  deal  with  the  problem  exposed 
by  the  I967  Survey  when  it  v/as  shown  that  at  that  time  there  were  more  unfit 
and  sub-standard  houses  than  ever  before.  3*7  million  houses  needed  repairs 
and  2,3  million  lacked  one  or  more  of  the  basic  amenities.  The  Act  approaches 
the  problem  in  three  ways. 

Part  1 of  the  Act  provides  for  three  different  types  of  grant s- 
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HOUSING  ACT.  1969.  (Contimied) 


(a)  Improvement  Grant  of  up  to  £1,000.  This  is  Btill  to  remain 
discretionary  and  is  intended  to  covei-  vfoi-ks  of  a high  all.-round 
level  for  the  improvement  and  repa,ir  of  existing  duellings  uith  an 
expected  fitness  for  habitation  of  I5  years  or  more  and  which  would 
require  more  than  the  provision  of  stando.rd  amenities.  This  grant 
also  covers  the  provision  of  dwellings  hy  the  com^ersion  into  flats 
of  a house  or  building  of  three  or  more  storeys.  For  such  improve- 
ment the  maximum  grant  will  be  £1,200,  The  grant  will  represent 
^QF/h  of  the  approved  works  with  the  maximum  as  shoivn, 

(b)  Standard  Grant  of  up  to  £200  (£225  in  special  cases),  obtainable  by 
owners  as  of  right  for  the  installation  in  their  dwelling  of  standard 
amenities  which  it  lacks.  The  dv/elling  should  have  on  expected 
fitness  for  habitation  of  15  years  or  more, 

A loca-1  authority  may,  in  approving  a standard  grant  application, 
require  that  the  works  specified  in  the  a,pplication  are  carried  out 
within  a specified  time  v/hich  must  be  at  least  twelve  months  or  within 
such  further  time  as  the  authority  may  allov/. 

The  new  grant  code  is  designed  to  apply  to  a very  wide  range  of  hous- 
ing conditions  and  is,  therefore,  limited  by  a minimum  of  statutory  requirements. 
As  much  as  possible  is  left  to  the  local  authority's  judgement,  subject  to 
directions  given  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

Eleven  standard  grants  were  paid  out  during  the  year.  This  is  a 
slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  210  houses  suitable  for 
improvement  in  the  town.  No  street  by  street  schemes  have  as  yet  been  carried 
out. 


The  Council  continued  through  the  medium  of  its  Broadsheet  to  draw 
attention  to  these  grants  and  to  remind  oiimers  and  occupiers  of  their  existence, 
particularly  the  increase  in  the  new  scale  of  grants  being  made  available. 

Seven  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year.  The  houses  were 
bought  by  the  County  Council  in  order  to  carry  out  a road  imiDrovement  scheme. 

There  are  69  applicants  for  Council  houses  on  the  list. 


CARAVANS. 


There  are  four  licensed  sites  in  the  town.  No  trouble  has  been 
experienced  with  them. 

COMTON  LODGBTG  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  town.

Only  one  sample  which  was  obtained  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year  was  the  subject  of  adverse  comment  by  the  Public  Analyst.  It  is 
permitted  for  preservatives  to  be  incorporated  in  particular  meat  products 
provided  a notice  declaring  the  preservative  is  exhibited  at  the  time  of  sale. 

A sample  of  faggots  v/as  found  to  conta,in  a permitted  preservative  although  a 
notice  was  not  prominently  displayed  and  a waming  was  given  to  the  retailer 
concerned.  All  the  remaining  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  called 
for  no  particular  comment. 

Under  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act,  1965»  1>921  articles  had  been 
checked  for  weight  or  measure  during  the  year  and  only  nine  were  found  to  be 
deficient  in  \7eight,  whilst  four  were  found  to  be  incorrect  in  other  respects. 

Following  the  receipt  of  a complaint  from  a member  of  the  public 
the  contents  of  a can  of  pears  which  was  bought  from  a Burton  Latimer  retailer 
were  examined.  The  can  was  marked  as  containing  "8  oz.",  but  it  was  found 
that  the  fruit  content  only  amomtod  to  2 oz.  Four  cans  which  remained  in 
stock  at  the  shop  were  examined  and  the  fruit  content  in  these  varied  from 
3-|-  oz.  to  oz. 
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FOOD  MD  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 » (Continued) 


In  the  circumstances,  the  importers  of  the  fruit  were  contacted  and 
they  explained  that  they  would  expect  to  find  about  ^ oz,  of  pears  in  a can 
of  this  type.  As  the  can  in  question  had  been  imported  some  three  years 
previous,  it  v^as  impossible  to  check  any  cans  from  the  same  consignment,  but 
they  did  undertake  to  cariy  out  a more  comprehensive  check  on  future  imports 
and  arrange  to  apologise  to  the  complainant  and  make  some  suitable  recompense. 

Other  errors  v/hich  had  been  found  \7ere  of  a minor  nature  and  vrere 
dealt  with  by  advice  or  caution  at  the  time  of  detection,

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVEilTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS)  REGUL/iTIONS , 1925. 

These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken  during 
the  year. 
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PTFLUEITZA. 

A large  number  of  cases  of  Influenza  occ\arred  in  the  town  during 
December  1969*  This  high  incidence  of  Influenza  was  part  of  a nation-wide 
epidemic  and  a significant  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  for  the  time  of 
the  year  was  obseived  in  the  T;eek  before  Christmas.  The  peak  was  reached  in 
the  first  week  of  the  Hew  Year  and  the  inoidence  gradually  subsided.
